~ Will Tax Wild Land 


One of the most important meas- 
ures placed upon the statute Looks 
of the province is that enacted at 
the last session of the Alberta Legis- 
lature when a tax was placed upon 
wild land held for speculative pur- 
pose. The immediate result will be 
the increase to provincial revenue of 
probably $540,000 which will more 
than meet the loss of revenue from 
various suurces due to the war and 
the collapse of speculative enterprise 
which is estimated at about $400,000 
The contingent result will be to dis- 
courage the hclding of wild land for 
speculative purposes and encourage 
cultivation and stock raising. 

Actual farmers residing on their 
land are exerupt up to 640 acres by 
| virtue of the fact that they reside on 
the land, They are atili further 
exempt on any additional area so 
long a8 one quarter of the land was 
|under cultivation the previous year. 
|They are exempt also on all land 
fenced and used for pasturing stock 
|to the number of at least one head 
of horses or cattle or three sheep to 
each ten acres, providing the stock 
are the property of the owner of the 
land. Roughly this states the case 
for the farmer or rancher, and the 
‘clauses relating to cultivation and 
stock raising exempt all owners, 
whether they live on the land or 
not. 

With the enforcement of the wild 
land tax, those who hold land in a 
wild state, intent upon collecting 
from someone who would use it a 
certain penalty for his industrious- 
ness, will be compelled to pay for 
the privilege of so doing. The 
practical effect will be to make the 
holding of farm land for speculative 
purposes less profitable, and _ will 
thereby lead to a more rapid setiling 
of the country by making it easier 
for those who would use land to 
gain access thereto.

HIRED NEWSPAPERS. 
A Custom In London In the Days When 
Prices Were High, 

A London newspaper, the Daily 
News, tas unearthed an Interestiyg 
document which goes back to the days 
of dear newspapers, when these papers 
were taken around to houses and hired 
for 80 muny hours at so much an hour 
Tucked away, it says, in the leaves of 
an old guidebook to the Crystal palace, 
dated 18M, has been found a little 
printed leaflet, issued from Westerton's 
library and newspaper office, 20 St. 
George’s place, Hyde Park Corner, 
making the following announcement: 

“Can be had from the office by 8 
o'clock in the morning, to keep at 10 
cents per copy, or lent to read for three 
hours at 25 cents or two bours for 18 
cents per week, It can also be sup- 
plied at 5 o'clock In the afternoon at 
the reduced price of 6 cents per copy 
or posted into the country at $5 per 
juurter, payable tn advance.” 

In those days the Daily News had 
been started only eight years under 
the original editorship of Charles Dick- 
evs and was still published at 10 cents 
a copy. Its editor at the time was 
William Weir, and Harriet Martineau, 
perhaps the first woman tn England to 
undertake regular journalistie work, 
was one of the writers of its leading 
articles. 

The system of hiring did not disap 
pear quickly. Certainly down to the 
year 1880 there were many households 
In which the Times was still left on 
the same terms, and it would be dif 
ficult to say when the system finally 
died out.—Christian Science Monitor.

THE ART OF FELTING. 


it Was Developed Long Before the 
Weaver Was First Known. 

Felt is a fabric formed without 
weaving by taking advantage of the 
tendency of bair and wool to interlace 
and cling to eacb other. Antiquarians 
State that tbe art of felting was devel- 
oped long before the weaver was tirst 
known. Felting antedates tbe Cbhris- 
tian era by many centuries 

Authorities state that the felting 
quality of bair or wool results frow 
the patural stricture of the material. 
‘The vair of most animais is notived 
to be wore or iess aotcbed or jagged 
on its surface. This is the more ap- 
parent when an examination of we 
material if made by the aid of a 
microscope. in some animals there 
appeurs to be a set of barbs op the 
bair, and these barbs are sv piaced that 
the tip of eacb points to the end of the 
bair, 

it follows that when a number of 
bairs are pressed togetber those which 
lie in the opposite direction to each 
otber will interlock witb the barbs of 
the bair surface and resist an effort to 
tear them asunder, Wheo the bair has 
a natural tendency to curl the interiac- 

rocess which called telting is 
more easily accomplished. ~* 5
